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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the separated parts in figure 5 should be embraced 
by a bracket. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the specification fails 
to include a brief description for figures 10A-10E. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

Claims 3-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 3, lines 1- 
2, "each said license plate attachment holes" should be "each of said license plate attachment 
holes". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 10, claim 15, lines 10-11, and claim 17, line 13, there is no antecedent 
basis for "said right main nut body component". In claim 6, line 2, there is no antecedent basis 
for "said first and left openings".. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,2,15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hashim et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,772, 545) 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
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102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Hashim et al. shows in figures 1-7 an attachment panel (12) having a left and right opening 
(the apertures in the panel 12 into which the fasteners 20 are received), a left main nut body 
component (18) attached to the attachment panel at the left opening and the left nut body having 
a plurality of license plate attachment openings (24,24), and a right main nut body component 
(16) attached to the attachment panel at the right opening and the right nut body having a 
plurality of license plate attachment openings (24,24). In regard to claim 2, each of the main nut 
body components include holes for receiving at least two of North American license plate, 
Japanese license plate, Korean license plate, or Persian Gulf license plate. In regard to claim 36, 
as broadly defined, Hashim shows in figure 2 that the device includes a right satellite nut body 
(either 32 or the washer directly above 32 in figure 2) having a European hole formed therein 
and the left side of the device includes the same structure as the right side and would include a 
left satellite nut body (either 32 or the washer directly above 32). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 3-14 and 18-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
